repay2e , and defende the body from ſpoys 
les and inconueniences. 

The ſtrong men do bow e. The legges bee 
called ſtrong men: foꝛ that as ſtrong men 
be poaters, and beare burdens, as poſtes

vpon payne, ſoꝛow vpõ ſoꝛow. Theſe Pe- | 
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and pillers do beare vp houſes, and buyl- 
dings: fo the legges of men doe beare vp 
the burdens, the buyldings, the houſes oz 

bodies of men. | 

And thy grinders do ceaſe beeing fewe in 
number. The teth be called the grinders $ 
fo2 that:as the milſfones do grinde, bꝛuſe, 
and make ſmall the cozne that is to be bas 
ked: Euen ſo the teeth do grinde, chawe, 
and make ſmall the meate that is to be ba⸗ 
ked oꝛ concocted in the ſtomacke. 

And they that looke out of the windowes 
waxe darke. The windowes be called eye 
lids, the eies be thoſe that loke out by the 
windowes. Fo2 as they which are in the 
houſe,are comfozted x directed by the light 
which they ſ& by the windowe opened: ſo 
the powers ofthe body be comfezted, and 
— bythe light which they recepue bx 
the eyes, the eye liddes being opened. 

And they ſhutte the doores in the ſtreate. 
The lippes be called the doꝛes, foꝛ that 
as the doꝛes do ſhut, and cloſe in al things 
that be in the houſe: Euen ſo the lippes do 
ſhut, x cloſe the tong, the bꝛeath, z all other 


things that be in the houſe of the body,

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And they wake atthe noyſe of the birde, 
When men ware old, their bzayne wars 
eth dp, ſleepe fapleth, and then they rather 


flumber than fleepe, in ſo muche that the 


crowingof a cocke, the chirping ofa birde, 


oꝛ any littie nopſe will awake them. 


And all the daughters of muſicke be deafe. 
The eares be called the daughters of mu- 


ſicke, foꝛ that the harmonie and conſente 


of notes, and ſoundes, is tuned and iudged 


by the eare. 
Ihe high ones do dread and ſhake in the 


way. The vpper partes of the body be cal⸗ 
led the high ones, whiche in aged perſons 
do croke and ſtoupe, and as it were ſhake 
fo2 feare. 

Before the Almòd tree do bloſſome. The 
head is called the Almond tree, and grape 
heares the bloſlomes: foꝛ that, as the bloſ⸗ 
ſomes do cauſe the Almond tre to ſhewe 
all white , ſo the grey heares do make the 
head ſhewe all white. 

And the graſhoppers ſticke vp. The ſhoul⸗ 
ders be called the graſhoppers, foꝛ that as 
the legges and winges of graſhoppers do 
ſtick vp, and appeare aboue the body — 
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the ſhoulders in leane and aged perſons do 
ſficke vp and appeare aboue the body. 
And the capers waſted. The Capers do 
here ſianifie the reynes : fo2 that Capars is 
an herb which is very god foz the repnes. 
His meaning is, befoꝛe vou be aged: foz 
that in aged perſons the handes do quauer 
and tremble, the legges be faint and feeble, 
the teeth decay and fall out, the eyes ware 
dimme, the lippes wil not eaſily open and 
ſhutte : they ſlepe lifle, and watch muche 
thꝛough the dzinefſe ol their bꝛapne: their 
hearing fayleth, they ſtoupe, and ſhake as 
they go, their heads be white, their ſhoul- 
ders ſticke out, ⁊ their raines be waſted, 
Before the ſiluer thread bee lengthened. 
The ſiluer thꝛead is the ſinewes which do 
ſtretch and lengthen vpon death, and they 
be called ſiluer thꝛeades, fo2 that they be 
white like üluer, and doe hold, binde, and 
tie togither the bones of the bodie , whiche 
would els one fall frõ an other, as thzeads 
and lines doe binde togither other loſe 
things. 
And the golden caule do ſhrinke. The 
ſkinne ha coucreth and encloſcth the 
b:aing 
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b2ayne iscalled the golden caule: bicauſs 
it is yclow like golde , and doth encloſe, 
and keepe togyther the b2apne , as the 
caule dothe encloſe, and ke&pe together the 
heare. 

The pypes be broken vpõ the ſpring. The 
hart is called the ſpꝛing, ⁊ the Arterie the 
pipe: fo2 that as water hauing the begins 
ning in the ſpꝛing, dothe owe out of the 
ſpꝛing into the pipe, and from one pipe ta 
an other to euery office in the houſe:ſo the 
vitall ſpirites ſpꝛinging, oꝛ beginning in 
the hart, go out or the hart into the arte⸗ 
ries, which be round & hollow like cundite 
Pypes , and runne from one arterie to an 
other, to all the partes of the bodie. 

And the wheele vppon the ciſterne. The 
ſtomacke is called a ciſterne, a lake, oꝛ d 
pole. Foꝛ ſo the Hebꝛʒue woꝛd doth ſigni⸗ 
fic, and the liner is called the whele, the 
wzench, oz plumpe: fo2 that as Waters do 
no: ſp2ing in a lake oꝛ pole, hut eyther 
fall by rapne, oꝛ be gathered togither by 
the induſtrie and deuiſe of man:ſo meat x 
dꝛink haue not their beginning in the ſto⸗ 
macke, but be put into it hy the hande oz 
: mouth. 
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mouth. And as by a whele, and w2ench 
02 plumpe and certaine lynes, men doe 
plumpe and dꝛawe water out of the lake 
oz pole fo; their neceſſarie vſes: ſo the 
liuer by the veynes doth plumpe + dꝛawe 
the iuice ont of the ſtomack, and doth alter 
and change it into bloud, and conuey it to 
the nouriſhment of the bodie. 

For duſt. That is the fleſhe and bones, 
which were made ofearth and duſt ſhall 
die t rotte, and returne to earth and duſte 
againe. 

The ſpirite ſhall goe againe to God, which 
gave it. That is (ſaith the Chalde Para⸗ 
phꝛaſt) the ſoule ſhall goe againe to ſtand 
in iudgement befoze the Loꝛd which gaus 
it to man.
